WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  provide  tor  raising 
a Municipal  Revenue  in  conformity  with  the 
“Municipality  Act,  1881,”  the  “.Municijiality  Amend- 
ment Act,  1882,”  the  “.Municipality  Amendment  Act, 
1883,”  the  “Municipal  Amendment  Act,  hS85,”  the 
“Municipal  Amendment  Act,  18SD,”  and  the  “.Muni- 
cipality Amendment  Act,  1887.”
